The want 
frequently pointed 
often ackuowludged the reiiuirciuont, but iu 
the hope and belief that the want would bo 
its own remedy, wo have not of late urged 
it upon our readers. We are, however, as-, 
Biired that a great desire exists amongst the 
hard working industrious class of our island 
to havo the opportunity of investing tlioir 
savings in a bank of deposit, which would 
allow them a current rate of interest on nil 
bu nis however small, after they havejbeon de- 
posited for a certain time. Mortgages are 
beyond the ranch of those who have but a 
small income, until their savings have accu- 
mulated to a certain extent, but il their 
■weekly earnings could be invested in a 
tccuro bunk, which would allow even half of 
tlio usual rale of interest on Btnall sums, it 
would bo a boon to the poor which ought to 
bo worth consideration. The idea of put- 
ting by a certain sum evory week or every 
month, inculcates habits of providence which 
we ought to do our best to foster,none amongst 
us can be the worse for the encouragement of 
such habits, most will aoquestigbablj be the 
better, it is riot for the honest minor alone 
that we pload, who wishes to make the 
rao3t of his hard earned savings, whilst ho 
himself earns his livelihood by hard work 
during the winter season, but it is for tin- 
steady mechanic, the constantly toiling oper- 
ative who ceases not from one mouth's end to 
another to perform his allotted task ol six 
days labor in the week, that wo would seek 
to establish a means of investment lor his 
small surplus savings. It is not, wo are 
assured by those who desire lo see a savings 
bank set on foot, from any apathy on the part 
of thoso who would make tlio most use of 
the institution, that it has not been long ago 
founded, but tho simple fact is, that they 
cannot start such a thing on a sound baBis 
without outside help, for the security of de- 
positors there must be some guarantee that 
the savings will be properly invested, not 
necessarily a government guarantee, but one 
which will satisfy the depositors that their 
money will not bo rashly invested. In this 
colony such a bank properly established 
would bo a prolitablo concern, if the interest 
on deposits wore fixed at, say ten por cent

dollars one moDth after deposit, the buDK 
would bo ablo to lond out ils capital at ono 
and a half per cent without any difficulty, the 
current cspannos would bo more than provided 
for by one-half per cent., so that il tho bank 
were conducted on the mutual system, there 
would bo u small but regular bonus accruing 
to the bonolitcf the shareholders, nod the de- 
positors would naturally, to the extent of 
nine-tenths of the whole number, beeomo 
shareholders, and so reap tho extra benefit 
ol their accumulated savings. From the 
facilities which such a fociely would possess, 
they could reduco the expenses on ordinary 
loans to a certain fixed sum, so that persons 
wanting money lor shoit periods on good 
security, would invariably come to the sav- 
ings bank for it. Encouragement would also 
be giron io building, for as soon as a deposi- 
tor had accumulated enough to pay a fair pro- 
portion of the purchase money lor a plot of 
land, he would know that ho could without 
difficulty borrow the money to complete tho 
purchase and to build his house, whilst his

are working for weekly wages, and those who 
have largo families, some members of which 
may by beginning "early he enabled by pro- 
vidence and caro to nltain such a position 
as will, by the time they are ready to make 
a start in lile, lead to their being the very 
strength and muscle of our future growth and 
existence. Let us not then give way to the 
too often repeated suggestion of letting well 
alone, until wo are sure il canuot bo made 
hotter. Tlio subject we havo now mooted is 
well worthy of consideration. It will bo for 
those most interested in it to givo in ventila- 
tion, and they may rest assured that if ihe 
object be u sound one, there aro Dot wanting 
in the country those who will lend their nid 
to establishing a bank for deposits and sav- 
ings on a proper and substantial basis. 

Considerable leeling appears lo have been 
excited by tho attompted pre-emption by cer- 
tain parties, of lands allegod to belong to the 
Puget Sound Company ; and whilst on the 
one hand the Paget Sound Company assert 
that a trespass has boon committed on their 
property, and have taken measures, coupled 
with more or less violence, to get rid of Ihe 
trespassers. 

The parties pre-empting must no daubt be 
under tho impression thai tho lands which 
they havo located must bclon;; to the crown. 
Right or wrong, this is surely a matter which 
is simple and easy of sulution. U is sillier 
crown land or not, and tho sooner the ques- 
tion is decided the better for nil parties, more 
especially for those interested in keeping tlio 
titles to lands in the colony clear. Nothing 
oan he more unsettling to the value of real 
estate than doubts and aspersiens of this 
kind upon ihe tillo of any largo tracts which 
may or may not bo influenced by the general 
question of the rights of tho crown, of a public 
company ciercising what might almost bo a 
vast dominion in the island, and of thu 
general public. The committee which is 
now sitting is surely a fit and proper 
tribunal to lake up and inquire into this mat- 
ter. If there aro vacant or Crown Lands in 
thu Esquimall District, ihe Crown Lands 
Committee have the best right to inquire into 
the matter, and we presume that they would 
roudily receive auy evidence tendered to them 
by any one who could point out any land 
rightly belonging to the Crown, which is 
now cither vacant or wrongfully held by any 
parties whatever. We do not souk to offer 
any opinion upon the rights of the parties in 
this dispute, but wo should certainly bo glad 
to see the matter properly ventilated and il 
possible cleared up before tho committee, 
Whether or not. the rights of either party 
would suffer by eridonce being given before 
the committee we canuot judge, but it is 
patent to every ono that here is a decided 
act being committed by a body of inhabit- 
ants which directly calls into question the 
existence or non-existence of Crown lauds 
in a particular district. The commiltcu have 
most clourly a right to inquire into this mat- 
ter, and although the report of the committee 
may not bo given for some time, and when it 
is given amy possibly have no effect what- 
ever on tho rights of the parties, we cannot 
but think that tho public generally would be 
benefitted by any investigation which would 
directly or indirootly tond to set nt rest any 
question affecting the titles to any portion of 
land in the colouy.

LATER FROM Sill'SWAP. 

From Mr. John Jackson, formerly of Vic- 
toria, and lata of tho 70 mile house, who has 
just come down from Kamloops, we gather 
ho following particulars in reference to the 
iliUawap mines. There wore about twenty 
whin miners at tho diggings, of whom a 
party called tho Irish Company had put in 
sluice boxes, and were busily engaged 
j i washing dirt, making from 810 
t > S20 per day to tho hand ; the re» 
M ,indor were washing with rockets, 
or preparing Tor winter. The diggings 
extend for fifteen miles up tho river, and are 
n.b >ul an average depth of four feet. There 
is an unlimited supply of grass and water 
f or stock in the vicinity. Snow was about 
18 inches deop on Nov. 15th, and still falling; 
tho spring is oxpected to open about 1st of 
March. Frank Fallowed and another packer 
were encamped about 2;") miles this side of 
the mines with their trains, intending to winter 
there ready for the rush next spring. Mr. 
Jackson met several parlies on thoir way up 
to establish ranches for the accommodation 
of travellers.

Our Colonial Defences Again. 

Editor Colonist. — I am pleased lo note 
that my communication of the 21th instant, 
haii uwakened some editorial and outside 
attention to this really momentuons question, 
but still I do not think it has yet received tho 
serious consideration which it dessrves, for 
although like "Nomo" (a correspondent of 
your morning contemporary), I think, •• 1 am 
not an alarmist," I cannot blind mysell to the 
threatening indications uf a general war, 
growing out of the Polish, and the German- 
Danish questions, or on the European nnd 
the American and Franco-Muxion compli- 
cations on this continent, and whilst on tho 
one hand, it would bo absurd to let visions of 
rapine and carnage disturb our daily nvoca- 
lion-", or our nightly rest, on tho other hand, 
it would be equally absurd and very fool- 
hardy to persist in " crying peace, peace, 
where there is no penco." and in neglecting 
those necessary defensive precautions which 
are the best preservatives ot peace, where it 
already exists. 

Tho feelings and tempjr towards Great 
Britain of that portion of our sensitive neigh- 
bors, which arrogates lo itself all tho loyalty, 
patriotism, courayo and military prowess ol 
the United .States, are not only daily exhib- 
ited by tho press at the present time in 
speaking of this unhappy civil war, but were 
so palpable during the late Russian war, that 
the recent toadying ovations at New York 
and San Francisco to tho Russian's were 
ipiit3 unnecessary to convince ihe cvilized 
world that tho extremes of ultra despotism 
nnd ultra democracy havo at length autici 
patod tho pacific relations of the •millenium 



It is unnecessary to say that, although theso 
matrimonial alliances have kept the millions 
wonderfully together, they have not im- 
proved tho race of old Mayor Anselm. of the 
Ked Shield.

THE HOUSE OF ROTHSCHILD- 

Among all the Congresses hold lliis sum- 
mer, ot priricC3, lawyers, musicians, school- 
masters, social-scieuce men, political econo- 
mists, and a hundred others, one very notable 
meeting has almost escaped public atisntion. 
A few days ago our Paris correspondent told 
us that a congress of the members of the il- 
lustrious house of Rothschild has been sit- 
ting in Paris. Tho purport of tho meeting 
was no less than to ruarrango the dominions 
of the groat banking dynasty. In one word, 
the great object of iho Rothschild congress 
was to reduce the five branches of tho houso 
who now rule Europe, to four, and, following 
the example of Garibaldi, to elriko another 
sovereign of Naples from Ihe list of reigning 
munarcus. Henceforth there arc to be but 
lour kings of the house of Rothschild, with 
secuie tlirouos at London, Paris, Vienna, aud 
Frankfort. It is now exactly a hundred 
years since a poor Jew, oulled Mayer Anselm, 
made his appearance at tho City of Hanover, 
barefooted, with a tack on his shoulders, and 
bundle of rags ou his back. Succcsslul in 
trade, like most of his co-religionists, he re- 
turned to Franklorl at tho end of a few years, 
and set up a small shop in tho "Jew Lane," 
over which hung the signboard of a red 
shield, callud in Gorman Rothschild. 

As a dealer in old and rare coins, he made 
tho acquaintance ol the Serone Elector of 
Ilasse Cassel, who, happening to be in want 
ot a confidential agent lor various open and 
soeret purposes, appointed the shrewd-look- 
ing Mayer Anselm to the post. The Serone 
Llector being compelled soon after to lly his 
country, Mayer Ar.selm took chargo of his 
cash, amounting to several million!) of tlorins. 
With the instinct of his taee, Aneselm did 
not forget to put tho money ou; on good in- 
terest, so that, before Napoleon had gone to 
Elba, and tho illustrious Elector had returned 
to Cassel, the cap tul hud nearly doubled. 
The rulor ofjHosso Cassel thought it almost a 
marvel to get his money safely returned from 
tho Jew Lane of Frankfort, and at tho Con- 
gress of Vienna was nover lired singing tho 
praise ol his Hebrew agent to all the prin- 
ces of Europe. Thu dwellers under the 
shrine of thu Red Shield laughed iu their 
sleeves; keeping carefully to themselves the 
ureal fact that the electoral two millions 
brought them four millions of their own. 
Nover was honesty a hotter policy. 

Mayer Anselm died in 1812, without hav- 
ing the supremo aatisfaotion of hearing his 
honesty extolled by kings and princes. He 
left five song, who succeoded him in tho 
banking and money-lending business, and 
who, conscious of thoir social value, dropped 
the name of Anselm, and adopted tho higher 
souutliug one of Rothschild, taken from tho 
signboard over tho paternal house. On his 
deathbed their father had taken a solemn 
oath of thorn to hold his four millions well 
together, and they had faithfully kept the 
injunction. But tho old city ol Frankfort 
was too narrow a realm for the faithful sow- 
ing of lour millions, and in consequence, the 
five were determined after a while to extend 
their sphere of operations by establishing 
branch banks at tho chief cities of Europe. 
The uldost son, Anselm, born 1773, remained 
at Frankfort ; tho sieond, Salomon, born in 
1774, settled at Vienna; tho third, Nathan, 
born in 1777. wotit to London; Iho foutth, 
the infant terrible of the family, established 
himself in tho soft climato of Naples; and 
the fifth and youngest, James, took up his 
residence in Paris. 

Strictly unitod, the wealth and power of 
tho Rothchilds was nested in the oldest-born; 
nevertheless, tho shrewdest of the sons of 
Mayer Anselm, and the hoir of his gonius, 
Nnthan, the third nan, took the reins of gov- 
ernment iuto hia own hands. By his faith in 
Wellington and the flesh and blood of British 
soldiers, he noarly doubled the fortunes of 
his family, gaining mora than a million 
sterling by tho sola battle of Waterloo, the 
news of which ho carried to England two 
days earlier thau the mail. Tin weight of 
Ihe solid millions gradually transferred tho 
ascendancy of tho family from Germany to 
England, making London tho metropolis of 
the reigning dynasty of Rothschild. Like 
tho royal families of Europe, the members of 
the house of Rothschild only intermarry with 
each olhor. Jamos Rothschild married 
fho daughter of his brother Salumon ; 
his son Edmund, heir apparent of the 
Frenoh lino, was utiiUd to his first 
cousin, the daughter of Lionel, and grand- 
daughter of Nathan Rothschild ; and Lionol 
again— M, P. for Loudon — gave his hand 
iu 183(3 to his first cousin Cbarlotto, the 
daughter of Charles llothjchild of Naples. 



From Priest Rapids.— Mr. A. R. Bioth 
got in from Priest Rapids yesterday even- 
ing, having made the trip overland. He re- 
ports tho mountains ftee from snow, and no 
obstructions in tho way of travel. Reports 
from the nowly discovered mines on tho tri- 
butaries of Okanagan Lake and the Sooswap, 
continues favorable. One man reports hav- 
ing made 830 in ono day's work. Tha re- 
ports from the Koiitonai country aro favor- 
able, und there is every reason lo believe that 
the Kootenai will prove a rich mineral dis- 
trict. A large number of miners aro coming 
in from Cariboo, and many of Ihom have 
taken up claims ou thu Columbia. A parly 
of twenty Chinamen had visited Fried 
Rapids, and after examining the mines ex 
pressed themselves well satisfied. They left 
llieir mining appliances, and previous lo 
leaving, told Mr. Booth that there would be 
plenty of Chinamen there next summer. The 
miners at work on ihe Columbia River bars 
are taking out good wages, nnd many of them 
find iheir claims pay handsomely. Mr. B.'s 
stutement may bo summed up with tho ic- 
mark that minors and all others ou Ihe lino 
of the Columbia are doing well, with a pros- 
pect next year ot doii.g still better. — Dalla 
Mountainti r. 

The Sonntags-Zeilung relates a strange 
story. A Russian spy had succeeded in ob- 
taining proof that a priest named Dodicki, 
living near Warsaw, was ah agent ol the Pol 
ish National Committee. He was arrested, 
but no proof of his guilt could ho oblained, 
and he was about to ho released, when his 
accusers learned that great consternation ex- 
isted abroad, lest some ot Iho secrets ol iho 
National Government should be forced from 
him. Bribery was now restored to — a pre- 
bendary siall and rich beneUco. His resolu- 
tion was thus overcome. He stipulated for a 
confessor to absolve him from the guilt of 
breaking his oalh to the National Committee. 
This was granted, and the confessor was left 
aloue with the intended betrayer. A longer 
time elapsed than usual, and eventually the 
door of ihe cell was broken open. The priost 
lay dead on the lloor, slabbed to the heart, 
and the confessor was iu tho last agonies of 
death, having poisoned himself with prussic 
acid.
